BERLIN.—(4')-amoldering political 


passions in the new Ffussian Diet 
broke out in hand-tohand fighting be- 
tween National Socialists and Com- 
munists Wednesday with a violence 
unprecedented in the history tf Ger- 
many. The legislative hall was wrcck- 


. cd and at least half a dozen members, 


including neutrals, were injured, 


Deputy Juergcnsen ,a leader of the 


Social Democrats, who took no part 
in the fray, was carried unconscious 
to a hospital with one side of his face 
ripped open. 


With fists, inkwells, chair legs and 


water bottles, the legislators fought 
their battle to the bitter end without 
police interference, Gen. Karl Lalz- 
mann, senior member of Adolf Hit- 
ler's National Socialist party, having 
declined the services of the police 
several days ago. 


The trouble started after Hans Kcrrl, 


a National Socialist, had been elected 
president of the Diet and Ernst Witt- 
mack, a Social Demtcrat, 
hud been 


elected first vice president. The ses- 
sion had been in an uproar since it 
opened for the second day of parlia- 
mentary business. 


Wilhelm Pieck, a Communist dcp- 


i'ty, rose to a point of order and at 
the top of his voice he shouted that 
there were murderers on the 
Nazi 


benches. The Nazis jumped up and 
made :i mass attack on tho Commun- 
ist members, whom they outnumber- 
ed 1G2 to 57. 


Tops were broken off desks, draw- 


ers were pulled out and upholster- 
ing was ripped. Piles of books, card 
indexes and fragments of furniture 
blocked the entrances frtm tho lob- 
bies after the air cleared over the 
Communist sector. 


The Communists were forced out 


of the hall during the battle, at the 
conclusion of which numerous dep- 
uties on each side were lying on the 
flotr, bleeding profusely. 'Dr. Wes-

Murder Defendant Says 


Victim Assaulted Wife: 
Denies Second Slaying 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.- (ff>) -The un- 


written law was offered Wednesday 
by Isham G. Harris as his defense of 
a murder charge in which he is nam- 
ed jointly with James Callis, aged 
Farmer, as the slayer of a former- 
neighbor and a negro. 


Harris, great-grandson of Tennessee's 


governor during the Civil war, said 
.hat he killed J. D. Smith, 62, because 
Mrs. Harris told him Smith and Earl 
Thomas, Smith's nephew, criminally 
assaulted her. 


Harris repeated statements he made 


to officers The night of the killings 
last November. He said he shot Smith 
but that Callis killed tho negro, ap- 
parently without cause. He had ask- 
ed Callis' help in taking the two men 
to an office, he said. 


Callis, 57, Germantown farmer who 


is partially paralyzed, told the jury he 
had no part in either killing and that 
he was at Harris' house asleep at the 
lime they were shot. Officers that ar- 
rested him there said his clothes were 
dry, indicating that he may not have 
been out with Harris in a heavy rain. 


Neither Harris nor his wife told him 


anything of a triminal assault that 
night, Callis said. He explained his 
presence at tho Harris home by say- 
ing he and Harris had drank at his 
place until they ran out of whisky. 
When they went to the Harris house 
for more, he said, he became sick and 
Mrs. 
Harris told him to go to bed. 


Callis has been identified by Smith's 


widow as one of the three men who 
abducted her 
husband from 
their 


home. The state has contended the 
third was Earl Sheridan, the negro 
tenant on Harris' place who also was 
killed.
